Tile Sci'ii tiiiy of the Navy aniioiiiicis liin plan.s for "liio biggest 
fleet of lorjx'do di'stroycrH in the worhl." Tiic prodigality with wiiieh 
Mr. DuniuU i>ime» proiiiisHory notes of thin kind is eipialed only by 
the facility with which lie haH hitherto departed from progranime.s 
announced with similar superlativenesH, and by the dilatoriness with' 
which he ])r()('(C(l('d to the work of warship <!oii«tr\ietion which was 
authorized bv the Coiigre.ss which came to nii end in Mareh, lltir). 
The battle.ships which that Congress voted were hardly to be found, 
even in the rK^,', when this war began for us; and one of the first 
things whieli the present year's legislation produced was an iijjpi-o- 
priatiou of $llu,(HH),000 to "speed up" the programme of naval con- 
Htniction upon which Jlr. Daniels had lain down for two years. That 
represents one item of money cost thnwt upon the eountry by the 
Daniels method of numaging the Navy Department. How many oth- 
ers there may he will probably not be knowu until Congress is called 
upon to appropriate more money to pay the bill. Yet the proposal ta 
set up a joint eomniittee of Congress to serutinixe the expenditures 
of the war is regarded by Mr. Daniels as an attempt to hamper the 
executive (Icpjirliiient i>\' Ihe ttovernment — already hampered (i?nl 
handicapped well-nigh beyond reparationby men of the Jo.sephus 
Daniels type of ndnd.

Snuar lioiiRlit recently will be pro* 
portioned ainnnt; all Ihe American re- 
flnories. 

The arrangement was made at a 
conference of repreientatlTas of vir- 
tually all sugar refiaers la the eoun- 
try with Pood Administration offloials. 

"Thia arrangement," Mr. Hoover 
said, "will assure to the American 
consumer a fair and Just price during 
the period of the war." 

The agreement will koM for the pe- 
riod of the war. 

The reflners agreed also today to 
accept a margia of profit to be work- 
ed out later and to abide by regula- 
tions tho Food Administration may set 
governing their Industry. 

Cuban producerH of raw sugar will 
confer with the Food Administration 
soon concerning the fixing of a volun- 
tary price for their output

"The 
bad education of thu Uerman univer- 
sities has produced a group ot aUtea- 
men so devoid ot etbloal Ufa that 
they treat aaored treatiH aa 'aorapa 
of paper.' " 

Bishop Candler ahowed that if the 
world regarded treaties in the same 
light that the Germans did civilization 
would soon be a dead letter as con- 
tracts, marriages, acts of Congress 
and the like would all be of no value. 

According to the speaker, many 
American universities are as ration- 
alistic as the Uerman institutions 
have been and they will produce fruit 
equally as vile. Ho told of the im- 
portance of having the faoultles of 
unlversltlea religious in order that 
the BtudenU will not be led to doubt 
In a personal Qod and to spread this 
doubt broadcast in all the high 
BthoolB of the country In which they 
teach. 

lie said that a large percentage of 
tlie heads of largo universities did 
not believe in a personal tJod and told 
of the evil they were doing to the 
youths of America by their teaching 
The speaker told of the advantages 
a denominational institution had over 
a State university becauae of the fact 
Hint the faculty of the former could 
leach the plain truth without having 
to fear the legislatures which give ap- 
propriations to the State universities. 

The South needs at least one really 
great university— one that Is finan- 
cially strong as Yale, Harvard or Co- 
lumbia. Tiie great university of the 
South should be distinctly religious 
and to make such an institution some 
great church must form one and con- 
trol It." 

The speaker told of the backward- 
ness of the South in higher education 
and because of this brilliant men are 
leaving every year to take positions 
with one of the large Nortliern col- 
leges In order to show that the South 
did not possess a real university, he 
said that there was "no knowing man 
who would care to receive his doctor 
of philosophy degree from any uni- 
versity In the South." 

The New England States, with less 
than 7,0011,00(1 people, have more big 
universities than there are in all the 
Southern States, with a iiiipulatlon of 
:;s,li00,0OO Tlie Imlk of llie endow- 
ments wiiicli are left annually to edu- 
(iiiioiial institutions go to one of the 
.Northern universities, while the South 
receives less than any other section 
of the country. 

The speaker said that he was not a 
sectional man, but that there were 
many excellencies of tlic South and 
every other part of the country which 
must be preserved. In the South ex- 
ists the purest form or religion -a re- 
ligion which has not been polluted by 
Uerman rationalism as has the re- 
ligion In some parts of the United 
States. 

Great Britain's glory, he said, Is 
due largely to the fact that she be- 
lieves in making the best type possi- 
ble of the Welsh, Irish, Scotch and 
every other people, under her govern- 
ment. 

.Most of this morning session was 
taken up by routine work and reports 
of the various delegates. Thia after- 
noon and every afternoon during the 
conference Rev. '0. B. Goddard, of 
Galveston, Tex., will deliver a sermon. 
Rev. M. Goddard's sermon on ."The 
.Most Successful New Testament 
Chiireh" was the feature of \V(>(lnes- 
day's program. He took the ctiiirch 
at Aantioch as an exemple and sliowed 
how it iiad grown from a small insti- 
tution until it became the religious 
center of the world. The Antloch 
church retained thIa supremacy until 
it waa supplanted by the Chureh ot 
R6me In the fourth century of tha 
Christian era.

As I said In 
yesterday's statement that the stem 
ming factorj- Is perfectly sanitary, 
separate toilets, etc., for men and wo- 
men, that Superintendent Thomas and 
his asalaunu are perfect gentlemen, 
that the oondnot of those working 
there is perfect and that the work is 
easy, clean and respectable. There 
are separate rooms for colored and 
white and colored men and women 
work on separate benches. 

I know Mr. M. M. Gary, the manager 
of the American Tobacco Company 
here peraonally, and oan say for him 
that he ia our friend and one of the 
beat men In the world to work for 
and to work nnder, Aak any colored 
man who ever worked under him. Mr. 
Gary Informs me that many of our 
best people are now working there 
and that he will give work to every 
man and woman who asks him for
